Washington, D. C., March 4. — “I do 
solemnly swear that I will faithfully 
execute the office of president of the 
United States, and, to the best of my 
ability, protect, preserve and defend the 
constitution of the United States.” 
With these w'ords Theodore Roosevelt, 
president of the United States for the 
past three years, was Saturday in- 
augurated for another term to the high- 
est office 'which it is the privilege of an 
American citizen to attain. 

Chief Justice Fuller, with all the 
solemnity of the three other occasions 
of like character in which he has fig- 
ured during his career, administered 
the oath to the president. This was the 
fourth and last instance in which the 
chief justice is to be the second figure 
of importance. Hardly had the presi- 
dent finished his inaugural address and 
disappeared within the capitol building 
than the hush which had fallen upon 
the spectators when he raised his hanB 
preparatory to taking the oath was 
broken by the deafening roar of 21 guns 
In official salute to the executive, just 
entering upon his second term as presi- 
dent. 

Interest at Its Height. 

During the hours intervening between 
the gathering of the crowd and the

lace, but the nation’s chief w’as not to 
come for some moments. 

A hush was noticeable in the crowd. 
The official entrance was dramatic. All 
except those who were participating in 
the ceremony were seated. When the 
justices of the supreme court, with the 
exception of Chief Justice Fuller, 
emerged from between the Corinthian 
pillars and marched down the sloping 
carpeted iisle to their station they were 
greeted with applause. The justices 
wore their robes and skull-caps. Then 
came the members of the diplomatic 
corps, in their gorgeous uniforms, and 
they evoked thunderous applause. Led 
by Count Cassini, the Russian ambas- 
sador and dean of the corps, and fol- 
lowed by the others in order of prece- 
dence, they took seats on the right of 
the stand. Strolling in after them came 
members of the cabinet, senators and 
representatives in congress. 

Hush as President Comes, 

Following on the heels of the official 
party came Mrs. Roosevelt and a party 
of friends; then, but a moment later, the 
new vice president, Mr. Fairbanks, and 
his escort arrived and were greeted by 
tremendous bursts of applause. As soon 
as Vice President Fairbanks seated him- 
self the cheers ceased, the military pre- 
sented arms, every hat in the commit- 
tees came off and the great ocean of peo- 
ple set up a perfect roar of cheers, fair- 
ly shouting itself hoarse. 

Quick as a fiash every sound w'as stilled 
and President Roosevelt, quiet and com- 
posed of demeanor, came from between 
the gigantic pillars, escorted by Chief 
Justice Fuller. A random burst of 
cheers came from the front of the crowd 
as with measured tread, In harmony 
with the dignified step of the chief jus- 
tice, the president advanced in state 
down the long aisle of distinguished 
guests. By this time all were standing 
and nothing could be Heard above the 
roar of thunderous welcome. Immedi- 
ately following came, arm in arm, the 
members of the committee on arrange- 
ments. As the president passed down 
the aisle he bared his head and with 
characteristic sweep of his hat bowed in 
acknowledgement of the salutations 
from the stand and the ovation from the 
people. 

The man of the hour was before the 
most representative gathering that had 
ever assembled to greet the chief execu- 
tive of the nation upon a like occasion. 



United States, with great reverence and 
amid deep silence. So great was the 
awe of the assembled multitude that 
not the semblance of a demonstration 
followed. Then the president began his 
inaugural address, and as soon as he had 
finished and disappeared within the 
capitol the signal w’as flashed to the 
navy yard and the salute of 21 guns 
told the end of the ceremonies and the 
initial step of the president’s entrance 
into his second term of office.

of the tension of interest. The passing 
of a uniformed horseman was sufficient 
to call forth cheers, although in some 
sections the multitude showed signs of 
restlessness. This was true particularly 
on the outskirts of the throng where, 
pressed by constantly arriving recruits, 
many struggled to get nearer to the 
point of interest. The effect upon the 
densely packed multitude was a contin- 
uous surging backward arid forward — 
a turbulent sea of humanity. 

The rendezvousing of the troops, com- 
mittees and civic societies entertained 
the crowd throughout the long wait in- 
cident to the schedule. The various or- 
ganizations arriving by different routes 
passed Into the narrow defiles which the 
police kept open, the brilliant uniforms 
of the troops, the bright sashes of the 
committees and the rich caparisoning 
of the horses lending themselves to a 
kaleidoscopic, panoramic effect. Cheers 
upon cheers greeted the constantly 
shifting picture. 

As rapidly as the troops arrived they 
took the positions assigned them. The 
military escort stretched far to 
the left and consisted of all 
branches of the service — horse, 
foot and artillery. To the right 
W'ere grouped division after division of 
state troops, and in different places of 
honor the other organizations took their 
stand to await the signal to move. 

The movements of the gathering 
troops and organizations w’ere not all 
the crowd had for its ent^tainment. 
Directly in its front preparations were 
In progress for the inauguration itself. 
The monster stand, in the form of an 
open amphitheater, accommodating 
7,000 persons, had been erected on a line 
with the rotunda of the capitol and there 
decorators were engaged in arranging 
for the ceremony and ushers busied 
themselves learning the sections to be 
assigned to the various officials and dis- 
tinguished guests. / 

Notables Begin to Arrive. 

Shortly after noon, just following the 
Induction into office of Vice President 
Fairbanks, the monster stand, decorat- 
ed with plants, flowers, flags and bunt- 
ing, began to fill with the people who 
had just finished witnessing the cere- 
monies in the senate chamber, and 
scarcely a half hour passed before this 
coign of vantage was filled to over- 
flowing. Added to the color afforded by 
the plants and bunting were the bril- 
liant costumes of the women, and these 
put on a touch of variety which rivaled 
the occasion of four years ago. Every 
!«dge about the capitol and the win- 
do-ws were filled to the point of overflow- 
ing rith their human burdens, and long 
before the official party appeared the 
streets were jammed as far as the eje 
could reach. " 

Several minutes before one o’clock an 
extra loud burst of cheers from the 
multitude just in front of the main 
capitol door called the attention from 
the brilliant parade of uniforms In the 
street to the official party, which had 
Just come through the main door. -'The 
president, there he is,” and similar 
cries came pom the assembled popu-

endar of events for the day. was the 
induction of Senator Fairbanks, ol 
Indiana, into the office of the vice 
president of the United States in the 
senate chamber. The ceremony was 
brief and simple to the extent of be- 
ing severe. Immediately following the 
address and oath of Vice President Fair- 
banks came the final adjournment of the 
Fifty-eighth congress and the beginning 
of the special session. 

Many other events, such as the swear- 
ing in of almost a third membership 
of the senate and various routine duties, 
which were in themselves of great im- 
port, were thrust Into the background 
by the impressive ceremonies which pre- 
ceded. "Solemn and yet brief” is the 
way the taking of the oath impressed 
the spectators. It consisted of a prom- 
ise, made with uplifted hand and bowed 
head, to perform the duties of the of- 
fice and to support and defend the con- 
stitution of the United States. This 
w as the oath of office, and it was admin- 
istered by Senator Frye as president pro 
tempore of the senate. The two officials 
stood confronting each other on the ele- 
vated platform on which rests the desk 
of the preceding officer of the senate, 
practically on the same spot on which 
all the incoming vice presidents for the 
past 50 years have stood. 

Regarding the notables who wert 
present at the ceremony in the senate, 
practically the same personages were 
seen at this event as were present-about 
an hour later at the inauguration of th< 
president. Every niche and cranny in 
the gallery was filled with people. Thai 
section which is generally used private- 
ly by the senators was turned over to 
the executive party and directly oppo- 
site that quarter newspaper men wer< 
busily engaged portraying the scenei 
about them. Outside of these twe 
quarters of the gallery persons hold- 
ing special tickets w’ere seated. 

Shortly before 12 the special guests 
began to arrive. The president was 
seated in a big red leather chair im- 
mediately in front of the desk of the 
presiding officer and was an interesting 
spectator of the ceremony in which h« 
himself had participated four years ago. 
The induction ceremony did not con- 
sume more than tw o minutes of time and 
was administered by Mr. Frye, presid- 
ing officer of the senate. 

With the last positive thump of the 
gavel upon the desk Senator Frye re- 
linquished his position as president pre 
tem. by announcing the end of that 
hpdy. Taking a seat to one side Mr. 
Fairbanks took his place and began hi? 
inaugural address. This was followed 
by the prayer of Dr. Edward 
Everett Hale. Then the organiza- 
tion of the senate w’as complet- 
ed, the oath In each case being ad- 
ministered by Mr, Ffurbanks. Immedi- 
ately upon the adjournment the guests 
began to file out of the gallery and prep 
arations were begun for the Inaugura- 
tion of the president

THE RUm ARMY 

Field Marshal Oyama is Continu- 
ing His Great Drives Around 
Both Flanks. 

BI6 QUANTITIES OF STORES TAKEN 



The Bloody Fighting mid Heavy Losses 
Will Be Increased When Masses 
of Infantry Meet. 

The Grand Total of the Number of 

Russian Troops East of Lake 

Baikal Is Estimated at 
About 700,000. 

Tokio, March 6. — Field Marshal Oy- 
ama is continuing his great drives 
around both flanks of the Russian 
army. His front is now a huge lx)w, 
the base on the Shakhe river, the 
right arm reaching a point east of Fu- 
shun, and the left arm extending to a 
point west of Mukden. He is steadily 
tightening the great cord of men and 
steel. Gen. Kuropatkin is striving 
desperately to check the Japanese ad- 
vances, contesting the flank encroach- 
ments and hammering the Japanese 
center. The Japanese are making 
heavy gains of ground west of the 
railway and have captured great quan- 
tities of stores and other spoils. There 
has already been bloody fighting and 
heavy losses, and this will be vastly 
increased when the masses of infant- 
ry meet. 

Field Marshal Oyama, reporting on 
March 4, says: 

“A few days ago our force in the 
Hsienchuang direction pressed the 
enemy into his position at Tita, which 
is 15 miles southeast of Fushun, and 
Manchuntun, 15 miles south of Fu- 
shun. The engagement continues in 
the Shakhe direction. 

Four Determined Attacks Repulsed. 

“The night of March 3 the enemy 
made four determined attacks against 
our positions at Housuntupotzu and 
Tangshiatun. All were entirely re- 
pulsed. 

“In the district east of the railway 
the enemy’s frequent small attacks 
w'ere all repulsed. 

“In the district west of the railway j 
our force is continuing fierce attacks 
and has occupied the districts of 
Wuchenying. five miles west of Shak- 
he village, and Laisonpao, three miles 
northwest of Wuchenying. and Shu- 
hopao, the terminus of the new rail- 
way constructed by the Russians. 

"The force on the right of the Hun 
river is dislodging the enemy north- 
west of Siaopeho, which is between 
the Hun and Tjiao rivers, and has ad- 
vanced north. This force carried the 
enemy’s defense line between Chan- 
tan and Shufangtai, and pursued the 
enemy fiercely. The line now is be- 
tween Wochiaho. 15 miles southwest 
of Mukden, and Taitse, 13 miles west 
of Mukden, and Tanupo, ‘four miles 
north of Taitse. 

The Casualties Were Heavy. 

“During a previous engagement, the 
enemy’s casualties were heavT- The 
spoils we captured were great. No 
time to investigate. We captured 
large quantities of provisions at Wan- 
changpoa and captured a clothing de- 
pot at Tahantai.’’ 

Estimates of Gen. Kuropatkin’s 
force between Shakhe and Tie Pass, 
prepared here, give a total of slightly 
more than 400,000, composed of 335,- 
000 infantry. 33.000 cavalry and 35,000 
artillery, with 1,504 guns. 'This esti- 
mate does not include troops at Vlad- 
ivostok and other garrisons, railway 
guards and other employes, ’The 
grand total east of Lake Baikal is es- 
timated at 700,000 men. 

Show Signs of Retreat. 

Tokio, March 6. — The Russians, 
driven from Chin Hocheng, passed Ta- 
. en and have remained at Samlung- 
ku four days resisting the Japanese 
advance. The Russians there, although 
having received a reinforcement of 
over 30,000, show signs of retreat. 

Raised Intense Interest. 

London, March 6. — The intensely 
dramatic situation in Manchuria de- 
veloped by Gen. Nogi’s rapid advance 
and its »trategic possibilities have 
raised excitement in Europe to the 
highest pitch.

Washington, March 6. — Inaugural 
festivities closed at midnight with a 
ball that in splendor, attendance and 
artistic effect fittingly ushered out a 
brilliant spectacular day. 

Thousands of handsomely gowned 
women with escorts from every state 
in the union and nearly every civil- 
ized country In the grand illuminated 
court of the pension building paid their 
social duties to the nation’s chief ex- 
ecutive for the next four years.

NEAR MUKDEN. 

Rumble of Carts Drowned By the 
Roar of Battle. 

Mukden, March 6. — The rumble of 
carts in the streets of Mukden is 
drowned by the roar of battle, which 
is raging northwest, west and south- 
west of the city, a few miles away, 
between Gen. Nogi’s Port Arthur vet- 
erans and the hastily assembled army 
interposed by Gen. Kuropatkin to de- 
fend the city railroads. The stroke 
came like lightning out of a clear sky. 

It is reported that the situation has 
somewhat improved, but it still is ex- 
tremely critical. It is reported that 
the .Japanese have been thrown back 
in the district of Lunfanshan and are 
retiring along the Sinmintin road; but 
heavy fighting is continuing there. 
The Japanese vanguard posts are 
about six miles west of Mukden where 
the bursting of shrapnel is plainly 
visible.

He Says We Have Obligations Both 
to Ourselves and to the World 
and Can Shirk Neither. 



Washington, March 4. — The following 
is the text of President Roosevelt’s in- 
augural address: 

My Fellow Citizens: No people on 

earth have more cause to be thankful 
than ours, and this is said reverently, 
in no spirit of boastfulness in our owm 
strength, but with gratitude to the Giver 
of Good Who has blessed us with the 
conditions which have enabled us to 
achieve so large a measure of well being 
and of happiness. To us as a people it 
has been granted to lay the foundation 
of our national life in a new continent. 
We are the heirs of the ages, and yet 
we have had to pay few of the penalties 
which in old countries are exacted by 
the dead hand of a bygone civilization. 
We have not been obliged to fight for 
our existence against any alien race; 
and yet our life has called for the vigor 
and effort without which the manlier 
and hardier virtues wither away. Un- 
der such conditions it would be our own 
fault if we failed; and the success which 
we have had In the past, the success 
w'hich we confidently believe the future 
will bring, should cause in us no feel- 
ing of vain glory, but rather a deep and 
abiding realization of all which life has 
offered us; a full acknowledgement of 
the responsibility which is ours; and a 
fixed determination to show that under 
a free government a mighty people can 
thrive best, alike as regards the things 
of the body and the things of the soul. 

Much has been given to us, and much 
will rightfully be expected from us. We 
have duties to others and duties to our- 
selves; and we can shirk neither. We 
have become a great nation, forced by 
the fact of its greatness into relations 
with the other nations of the earth; 
and we must behave as beseems a peo- 
ple with such responsibilities. Toward 
all other nations, large and small, our 
attitude must be one of cordial and sin- 
cere friendship. We must show not only 
in our words, but in our deeds that we 
are earnestly desirous of securing their 
good will by acting toward them in a 
spirit of just and generous recognition 
of all their rights. But justice and gen- 
erosity in a nation, as in an individual, 
count most when shown not by' the 
weak, but by the strong. While ever 
careful to refrain from wronging others, 
we must be no less insistent that we are 
not wronged ourselves. W’e wish peace; 
but we wish the peace of justice, the 
peace of righteousness. We wish it be- 
cause we think it is right, and not be- 
cause we are afraid. No weak nation 
that acts manfully and justly should 
ever have cause to fear us, and no strong 
power should ever be able to single us 
out as a subject for insolent aggression. 

Our relations with the other powers 
of the world are important; but still 
more important are our relations among 
ourselves. Such growth in wealth, in 
population and in powers as this nation 
has seen during the century and a quar- 
ter of its national life is inevitably ac- 
companied by a like growth in the prob- 
lems which are ever before every na- 
tion that rises to greatness. Power in- 
variably means both responsibility and 
danger. Our forefathers faced certain 
perils which we have outgrown. We 
now face other perils the very existence 
of which it was impossible that they 
should foresee. Modern life is both com- 
plex and intense, and the tremendous 
changes wrought by the extraordinary 
industrial development of the last half 
century are felt in every fiber of rmr 
social and political being. 

The conditions which have told for 
our marvelous material well-being, 
which have developed to a very high de- 
gree our energy, self-reliance and indi- 
vidual initiative, have also brought the 
care and anxiety inseparable from the 
accumulation of great wealth in indus- 
trial centers. Upon the success of our 
experiment much depends; not only as 
regards our own welfare, but as regards 
the welfare of mankind. If we fail, the 
cause of free self-gi^jvernment through- 
out the world will rock to its founda- 
tions; and therefore, our responsibility 
is heavy, to ourselves, to the world as it 
is to-day, and to the generations yet 
unborn. 

Yet. after all, though the problems are 
new, though the tasks set before us differ 
from the tasks set before our fathers 
who founded and preserved this repub- 
lic, the spirit in which these tasks must 
be undertaken and these problems faced, 
if our duty is to be well done, remains 
essentially unchanged. We know that 
self-government is difficult. We know 
that no people needs such high traits 
of character as that people which seeks 
to govern its affairs aright through the 
freely expressed will of the free men who 
compose it. But we have faith that we 
shall not prove false to the memories 
of the men of the mighty past They did 
their work, they left us the splendid
